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An immrovised airfield, eeu 2x 3 mn, was located about 6 to 7 km northeast 
of Sartichala (1203? #/l5°L19 i), Ceorgicn S.Se%e5 just north of the railroad 
line. 


The buildings at the fiela ‘neluded one caer olglecie DestCetes 5 x 10 x 30 
meters; three barracks buildings; each.5 x 7 x 20 reters; and a post exchange, 
5x 12 x 20 xeters. Additional Puactore for 500 men Weve to be constructed 
oy the middle of 1:8: the framework of the buildings was completed prior to 
the middle of September 1947. 


Keout SO splinterproof aircrart revetm ents 3 gy gpaced about 50 xeters Apa on the 
northern edge of tie field. The sidewalls Chere supported by boards and poles. 
Soviet encineers said that Soviet fighters lad been Linde oned at the field 

during the war. There were no conerete cunways, taxiways or boundary lirkts.
